The session room schools lusted until 184Ü, whun the Greenbank Aradeniy was eieeted where tl 
Feil ows Lijdue Hall now stands in Greenbank. Thïs was the first free school and was iiist Laught by 1 
sor Benjamin Arhogaat who had influemred the foutïding of it + The usual namber sttendm tf w a! 
iixty-hve to geventy-five. Thjs school was part of the Acudemy program ol the county whïch call 
the errciion of three academies; at Greenbank, Huntersville, and Hillsboro. These threo building ï 
bliek and were the trust modern buildings in the county* Most of the pc op Ie ïn Greenbank Distri 
their childrch to this ï.chool. These scholars bnarded at Greenbank for therc was no inethocl of < 
srtce from the more distant homes.
